Siiperinteiicleut's  Report. 


It  may,  perhaps,  be  a  matter  of  surprise  to  some 
that  the  individual  schools  are  not  commented  upon 
at  large  in  this  report.  The  reason  for  this  "de- 
parture"  may  be  briefly  given  as  follows  : 

The  stereotyped  forms  of  praise,  that  have  been 
used  from  time  immemorial,  have,  by  long  usage, 
become  meaningless,  while  this  is  certainly  not  the 
place  for  fault-finding. 

If  parents  and  patrons  of  the  different  schools 
wait  until  the  close  of  the  school  year  to  ascertain 
the  standingr  of  the  teachers  and  scholars,  the  knowl- 
edge  thus  gained  will  be  of  no  practical  value. 
Frequent  visits  to  the  schools  and  careful  inquiries 
as  to  the  progress  of  the  young  persons  connected 
with  them,  should  be  the  criterion  by  which  so  im- 
portant a  matter  as  the  fitness  of  teachers  for  their 
positions,  should  be  judged. 

It  may  not  be  amiss  to  suggest  in  this  place,  a 
much  needed  reform  in  the  present  method  of  en- 
gaging teachers  for  our  public  schools. 
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By  the  present  practice,  teachers  are  engaged, 
and  their  names  become  pubHcly  known,  before  the 
Examining  Committee  has,  in  any  way,  been  cqn- 
sulted.  Often  the  candidates,  who  consider  every 
thing  settled,  do  not  present  themselves  for  examin- 
ation until  the  very  morning  upon  which  the  school 
is  to  commence.  At  that  late  period,  with  matters 
already  carried  so  far,  the  examination  becomes  a 
mere  farce,  and  the  Examinino"  Committee,  if  he 
give  the  required  certificate  at  all,  does  so  at  the 
expense  of  his  own  honest  convictions. 

This  evil  may  be  avoided  by  having  it  under- 
stood that  applicants  for  schools  are  to  first  present 
satisfactory  certificates  of  qualification  from  the 
Examining  Committee,  before  their  claims  can  be 
considered. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  matter  may  be  carefully 
and  conscientiously  weighed  by  the  Prudential  Com- 
mittee of  this  town. 

Nepotism  is  as  much  to  be  avoided  in  the  man- 
ag-ement  of  our  district  schools,  as  in  the  more 
weighty  affairs  of  the  government.  May  the  day  not 
be  far  distant  when  it  shall  cease  to  be  a  governing 
influence  in  the  selection  of  our  teachers,  and  they 
shall  be  chosen  for  their  fitness  for  the  responsible 
position  of  instructors  for  our  youth,  regardless  of 
personal  preferences. 
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The  attention  of  teachers  is  earnestly  called  to  the 
importance  of  speaking  grammatically  in  the  presence 
of  their  pupils,  and  of  demanding  perfect  correctness 
from  them  in  the  use  of  the  "King's  English."  This 
cannot  be  too  strenuously  insisted  upon. 

When  children  are  allowed  to  say  "I  done," 
"you  be,"  "I  haint  got  none,"  "his'n"  and  "her'n," 
"them  books,"  and  kindred  enormities,  it  avails  little, 
even  if  they  can  repeat  the  words  of  the  grammer, 
from  cover  to  cover.

Above  all,  let  the 
teachers  be  able  to  give  the  pupils  under  their  charge 
an  example  of  the  excellencies  which  they  demand 
from  them,  and  we  shall  then  have  "object  teach- 
ing," the  power  and  influence  of  which  will  be  felt  for 
all  time.
